Pres.  Crockett 
issues  Policy 
On  Fieldhouse 


MADISON,  WIS.  (AP>-Sen.  i 
Barry  Goldwater  hopped  across  * 
the  midwest  farm  bolt  Thursday 
calling  for  R,epublican  Party 
unity  and  flailing  the  Democrats 
for  corruption  he  said  reached  all 
the  way  into  the  White  House. 

The  Republican  Presidential 
nominee  centered  his  fire  on  the 
Billy  Sol  Estes  scandal,  which  he 
said  casts  “grave  reflections  right 
across  the  White  House  itself.” 

Goldwater  began  Thursday 
with  a breakfast  speech  and  an  ■ 
early  morning  rally  in  Wichita, ; 
Kan.;  moved  quickly  to  Mason  j 
City,  Iowa,  for  an  airport  speech. ! 
and  then  flew  to  Madison  for  a , 
state  house  rally.  i 

From  Madison.  Goldwater  flew 
to  Boston  for  a-night  rally  in ! 
Fenway  Park— his  first  camp- 1 
aigning  in  New  England,  where  | 
the  Republican  Presidential  Can- ' 
didate  admits  he  faces  a tough,  I 
uphill  struggle.  | 

In  Mason  City,  he  told  an  air- ' 
port  crowd  estimated  at  5,000: ; 
“we  can  win  this  election,  and  ■ 
we’re  going  to  win  this  election. ! 
but  the  important  ingredient  is  j 
unity.” 

Goldwater  said  he  hoped  any 
differences  born  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco convention  already  are  for- 
gotten. He  added. ' “we  have  no 
place  for  smallness  because  we 
are  the  minority  party.” 

The  nominee  said  the  Bill  Sol 
Estes  affair  was  “more  than  just 
a scandal  ...  it  is  more  than  just 
a sordid  picture  of  favoritism  and 
fraud. 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)  - Presi- 
dent Johnson  found  a new  name 
for  a new  group  erf  foreign  policy 
adviser.s-=-The  Peace  Panel — and 
promptly  tagged  it  with  a non 
partisan  label. 

Meeting  in  the  cabinet  room  of 
the  Wiiite  House  with  13  of  the 
13  panel  members,  Johnson  said 
he  was  delighted  to  greet  the  dis- 
tinguislied  private  citizens  who 
have  agreed  “to  work  with'  us  in 
the  quest  for  peace.” 

Surveying  the  panel  members, 
who  include  Gen.  Omar  Bradley, 
former  Secretary  of  State  Dean 
Acheson,  former  director  Alan 
W.  Dulles  of  the  Central  IntellL-  ; 
gence  Agency  and  former  Marsh- 
all Plan  Administrator  -Paul  Hof- 
fman, Johnson  said; 

“You  gentlemen  symbolize  the 
tradition/  which  goes  back  for  a 
quarter  of  a century — tile  tradi- 1 
tion  of  nonpartisan  service  on 
matters  of  war  and  peace.  I see 
Democrats  who  have  .served  in 
Republican  administrations,  Re- 
publicans who  have  served  with 
Democratic  administrations  and  a 
number  of  men  who  have  held 
office  under  both  parties.” 

The  President  appointed  the 
group  earlier  this  month  to  ad- 
vise the  Pentagon,  the  State  De- 
partment and.the  White  House  on 
defense  and  foreign  policy  quesf- 
I ions. 

I “Party  affliations  really  don’t 
I matter  very  much  compared  to 
I the*  common  concern  and  the 
j great  operating  principles  of  our 
i American  foreign  policy,”  he  said.

j As  an  institution  Brigham 
Young  University  is  completely 
non-partisan  in  politics.  Upon  my 
authorization  the  Fieldhouse  was 
rented  by  the  Utah  County  Re- 
publican Commitee  to  conduct  a 
public  meeting  at  which  William 
E.  Miller,  Republican  vice-presi- 
dential candidate,  would  be  the 
, speaker. 

The  same  privilege  is  extended 
to  the  Democratic  Party  should 
Hubert  Humphrey,  .democratic 
vice-presidential  candidate,  or 
j some  representative  of  his  be- 
come available  for  speaking  en- 
gagement in  this  community. 

Brigham  Young  University  al- 
ways has  urged  students  to  take 
interest  in  government  and  poli- 
tics. However,  since  Wednesday’s 
meeting  was  not  University  spon- 
sored, no  classes  were  dismissed. 

Other  prominent  candidates  and 
their  representatives  have  appear- 
ed on  campus,  and  we  expect  to 
see  still  others  in  the  future. 
Democratic  President  Harry  Tru- 
man appeared  in  the  old  BYU 
stadium  in  October  1952.  Repub- 
lican Vice  President  Richard  Nix- 
on gave  an  address  in  the  Field- 
house  in  October  1958,  and  Ed- 
ward Kennedy  spoke  in  behalf  of 
his  brother,  John  F.  Kennedy, 
then  Democratic  candidate  for  the 
presidency,  in  1960. 

Dozens  of  speakers  of  both  par- 
ties- have  appeared  on  campus*to 
debate  scores  of  topics,  and  many 
senators  and  officials  of  various 
administrations  have  occupied  the 
BYU  podium. 


presidents  and  senators  are  asked 
to  attend  a meeting  Monday  at 
5 p.m.  in  115  JKB.  According  to 
Bruce  Olsen,  Studentbody  Presi- 
dent, the  Executive  Council  has 
been  given  the  perogative  to 
choose  the  method  of  ticket  dis- 
tribution for  the  inaugural,  game 
Oct.  2.

More  than  900  graduate  grants- 
to  53  countries  are  available 
through  the  U.S.  Department  of 
State’s  educational  exchange  pro- 
gram, which  is  authorized  by  the 
Fulbright-Mays  Act. 

Students  who  wish  to  apply  for 
an  award  for  study  or  research, 
or  for  teaching  assistantships, 
must  have:  U.S.  citizenship,  at 
least  a bachelor  s degree  by  the 
beginning  date  of  the  grant,  lan- 
guage proficiency  commensurate 
with  the  proposed  project  and 
good  health. 

Three  types  of  grants  are  avail- 
able under  the  Fulbright-Hays 
Act;  U.S.  Government  Full 
Grants,  Joint  U.S.-Other  Govern- 
ment Grants  and  U.S.  Govern- 
ment travel-only  grants. 

Each  full  grant  provides  round- 
trip  transportation,  tuition,  main- 
tenance and  health  and  accident 
insurance  for  one  academic  year 
of  study  or  research. 

The  aim  of  all  Fulbright-Hays 
awards  is  to  increase  mutual 
understanding  between  people  of 
the  U.S.  and  other  countries 
through  the  exchange  of  persons, 
knowledge  and  skills.  Since  the 
academic  year  1948-49,  when  the 
program  was  initiated,  more  than 
12,000  American  graduate  stu- 
dents have  studied  abroad. 

The  Institute  of  International 
Education  helps  to  . administer 
this  and  other  exchange  programs 
between  the  U.S.  and  more  than 
100  foreign  countries,  which  an- 
nually involve  approximately  6,- 
000  students.

Commission 
Sends  Report 
To  President 

WASHINGTON,  (AP)  - The 
seven  members  of  the  Warren 
Commission  presented  to  Presi- 
dent Jolmson  Thursday  the  com- 
pleted report  on  their  investiga- 
tion of  the  assassination  of  Presi- 
dent John  F.  Kennedy. 

CHIEF  JUSTICE  Earl  Warren 
and  his  six  commission  colleagues 
had  a late  mornnig  White  House 
appointment.  Their  massive  re- 
port is  to  be  made  public  Sunday 
night. 

The  instructions  they  received 
from  Johnson  10  months  ago, 
when  he  ordered  the  inquiry,  were 
to  “study  and  report  upon  all 
facts  and  circumstances”  relat- 
ing to  the  slaying  in  Dallas  last 
Nov.  22  and  “The  subsequent  vio- 
lent death  of  the  man  charged 
with  the  assissination” — Lee  Har- 
vey Oswald. 

THE  PRESIDENT  directed  the 
commission  “to  satisfy  itself  that 
the  truth  is  known  as  far  as  it 
can  be  discovered,  and  to  report 
its  findings  and  conclusions  to 
him.  to  the  American  people,  and 
to  the  world.”

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)-Presi- 
dent  David  O.  INIcKay  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Chirst  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  denied  any  endorse- 
ment of  the  Republican  ticket  as 
attributed  to  him  Wednesday  by 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  GOP  Sen- 
atorial nominee.

GOP  Vice  Presidential  candidate 
William  E.  Miller,  Wilkinson  and 
other  party  hopefuls  visited  with 
the  91-year-old  church  leader. 

Wilkinson  was  asked  by  a re- 
porter if  President  McKay  had 
made  any  endorsement  of  the  Re- 
publican ticket. 

“I  asked  that  very  question,” 
Wilkinson  replied.  “Mrs.  McKay 
said,  ‘we  certainly  do,’  and  Presi- 
dent McKay—  added,  ‘she  has 
spoken  for  me’.” 

Later  President  McKay, 
through  his  personal  secretary, 
Claire  Middlemiss,  said  he  did 
not  say  that. 

Another  reporter  present  when 
President  McKay  met  with  Miller 
said  the  church  leader  said:  “You 
can  put  me  down  as  one  favoring 
the  success  of  the  Republican 
party.” 

In  1960,  President  McKay  said 
publicly  he  favored  Richard  Nix- 
on, the  Republican  presidential 
nominee,  but  he  emphasized  he 
was  speaking  personally  and  not 
as  a church  leader — and  not  in  an 
effort  to  influence  members  of 
his  church.

For  three  years  the  seasons  came 
i went,  but  the  dream  of  what  the  completed  building 
uldbe  remained  unchanged. 


A FIVE-WEEK  .strike  failed  to 
throw  work  behind  schedule,  and 
as  the  June  1964  completion  date 
grew  nearer,  the  building  grew 
bigger.  Even  before  it  was  fin- 
ished the  Y Center  hosted  Les 
Brown  and  the  Junior  Prom. 

Early  in  June  of  1964  the  Stu- 
dent Body  officers  and  publica- 
tions moved  into  their  new  home, 
as  yet,  still  finished.  The  fourth 
and  fifth  floors  of  the  “Y”  Cen- 
ter began  to  buzz  with  activity. 

SEPTEMBER  came  and  so  did 
the  freshmen.  The  new  building 
was  waiting  expectedly  for  its 
first  real  premiere.  Not  to  any- 
one’s surprise,  the  freshmen 
came  in  droves  and  overflowed 
the  dance  floor,  the  cafeteria,  the 
ping  pong  and  game  room  and 
the  bowling  alley. 

Returning  students  instead  of 
the  familiar  “Students  Keep  Out" 
signs  of  the  construction  area 
found  the  doors  wide  open.  The 
building  still  isn’t  completely  fin- 
ished, but  most  of  what  it  lacks 
are  last  minute  touch,  ups. 

THE  UNIVERSE  is  still  cry- 
ing for  iis  photography  lab,  and 
the  Hobby  Shop  hasn’t  quite  ma- 
L'erialized.  But  the  Barber  Shop 
is  open,  so  is  the  Post  Office  and 
the  Photo  Studio. 

The  elevators  are  a popular 
Jem  since  they  are  the  only  ones 
on  campus  available  to  students. 

The  shrill  ringing  between  the 
second  and  third  floors  is  the 
emergency  bell  on  the  elevator. 

The 
first  few  days  the  bell  became 
a familiar  sound  as  students  ex- 
perimented with  the.  intricacies  of 
pushing  elevator  buttons. 

ACROSS  from  the  mammoth 
s.ructure  the  Clark  Library  sits 
like  a forgotten  citadel  of  BYU’s 
social  life.
